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Health  Department, 

DEWSBURY. 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of  the 
health  services  for  Dewsbury  for  the  year  1960. 

The  Registrar  General  estimated  the  population  of  the  town 
at  mid-1960  at  53,460,  an  increase  of  70  on  the  previous  year’s 
figure.  The  natural  increase  in  the  population  of  Dewsbury 
(that  is  the  excess  of  live  births  over  deaths)  during  the  year  was 
163. 

Live  births  registered  were  906  comprised  of  454  males  and 
452  females.  Of  this  number  48  or  5-3%  were  illegitimate  as 
compared  with  60  or  6-7%  in  1959.  The  birth  rate  for  the  year 
was  16-9  compared  with  16-8  for  the  previous  year.  The  cor- 
rected live  birth  rate  was  17-1  and  the  national  figure  was  171. 

The  Still  Birth  Rate  was  27-9  per  1,000  total  births,  an 
increase  on  the  previous  year’s  figure  of  26  • 1 . The  rate  for 
England  and  Wales  was  19  -7. 

The  Crude  Death  Rate  of  13-9  per  1,000  population  was 
above  the  national  rate  of  11  - 5 and  a decrease  on  the  town’s  1959 
death  rate  of  14-2.  The  heaviest  mortality  was  caused  by  the 
group  of  diseases  of  the  heart,  of  which  coronary  disease  alone 
accounted  for  140  deaths  or  18%  of  the  total  of  7-13  deaths  from 
all  causes.  There  was  an  increase  over  last  year  in  deaths  due  to 
cancer  (all  forms),  this  year  there  were  120  deaths  compared  with 
109  last  year,  giving  a death  rate  of  2-24  per  1,000  population 
and  causing  16-1%  of  the  deaths  from  all  causes.  Tuberculosis 
of  the  respiratory  system  was  the  cause  of  3 deaths,  giving  a 
rate  of  0-05. 

For  the  ninth  year  in  succession  there  were  no  maternal 
deaths. 

Out  of  a total  of  743  deaths,  501,  i.e.,  67%  were  of  persons 
over  65  years  of  age,  and  182,  i.e.,  24%  were  of  persons  between 
45-65  years  of  age.  It  will  thus  be  seen  that  91%  of  all  deaths 
were  of  persons  over  45  years  of  age. 

The  general  statistics  for  the  year  show  little  change  from 
those  of  1959  and  they  were  reasonably  satisfactory.  The  Infant 
Mortality  Rate  of  25-4  was  considerably  better  than  in  1959, 
approximating  more  closely  to  the  national  average  of  21  -7. 

The  poliomyelitis  campaign  was  vigorously  pursued  and  at 
the  time  of  writing  86%  of  the  child  population,  i.e.,  from  0 years 
to  15  years  have  received  at  least  two  injections.  No  case  of 
poliomyelitis  has  occurred  since  1958,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that 
the  level  of  immunity  which  has  been  attained  due  to  the  vaccin- 
ation programme  has  played  a significant  part  in  the  absence  of 
cases. 

The  Minister  of  Health  in  Circular  1/61  has  called  for 
comments  on  the  following  matters: — 
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Mental  Health  Service. 

The  Council’s  proposals  for  the  expansion  of  the  Mental 
Health  Service  as  envisaged  by  the  Mental  Health  Act,  1959, 
were  submitted  to  the  Minister  of  Health  and  approved  by  him 
in  June,  1960,  and  steps  have  already  been  taken  to  implement 
them. 

Each  part-time  Duly  Authorised  Officer  has  been  appointed 
as  Mental  Welfare  Officer.  The  Mental  Health  Worker,  who  was 
also  employed  as  Social  Worker  in  the  Child  Guidance  Centre, 
has  been  appointed  full-time  Senior  Mental  Welfare  Officer. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  work  was  commenced  on  the 
erection  of  accommodation  for  the  Mental  Health  Service.  It  is 
intended  that  this  centre  will  be  the  point  of  reference  for  all 
matters  relating  to  the  community  care  of  mentally  disordered 
persons  living  in  the  area  and,  as  a result,  co-ordination  will  be 
facilitated.  At  the  time  of  writing  this  building  is  ready  for 
occupation. 

Preliminary  steps  have  also  been  taken  towards  the  estab- 
lishment of  an  Adult  Training  Centre.  A wing  of  the  Junior 
Training  Centre  is  being  used  for  this  purpose  and  out-work  is 
obtained  from  a local  firm.  It  is  hoped  that  within  the  coming 
year  15 — 20  subnormal  young  persons  will  be  gainfully  employed 
there.  It  is  realised  that  adult  and  junior  training  centres  should 
be  separate  entities  and  sited  away  from  each  other,  but  at  the 
present  time  this  is  not  a practical  proposition  because  of  the 
relatively  small  number  of  subnormal  persons  involved  and  also 
for  economic  reasons.  Because  the  yearly  intake  of  children  into 
the  Centre  is  very  small,  and  also  because  the  present  children 
are  growing  into  adults,  the  number  of  adult  subnormals  will  in 
time  markedly  exceed  the  number  of  junior  subnormals  and  it 
may  well  be  that  the  future  will  see  the  present  Junior  Training 
Centre  converted  to  an  Adult  Centre,  and  a small  junior  centre 
established  elsewhere  in  the  town. 

In  addition  to  the  above  developments  various  sites  have 
been  inspected  for  the  building  of  residential  accommodation. 
In  the  first  instance  it  is  intended  to  build  a hostel  for  sixteen 
subnormal  persons. 

Arrangements  have  also  been  made  with  the  Welfare 
Committee  to  admit  to  the  authority’s  Homes  for  the  Elderly, 
aged  mentally  ill  persons,  who  have  received  all  the  necessary 
medical  treatment  in  hospital,  have  no  home  to  which  they  can 
return,  and  who  are  suitable  to  return  to  the  community. 

Child  Guidance. 

The  Child  Guidance  Centre  has  been  in  operation  since  1950, 
but  for  the  past  six  years  the  team  has  been  incomplete  in  that 
there  has  been  no  psychiatrist.  No  formal  meetings  or  discussions 
have  taken  place  between  members  of  the  child  welfare  clinic 
staff  and  that  of  the  Child  Guidance  Centre  but  liaison  takes 
place  on  an  individual  and  personal  level  and  cases  are  discussed 
informally  as  the  need  arises,  and  as  much  help  as  possible  is 
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given  by  the  psychologist  and  social  worker.  In  addition,  Health 
Visitors  in  training  have  sessions  at  the  Child  Guidance  Centre, 
and  the  personal  contacts  made  as  a result,  are  usually  main- 
tained. Requests  have  been  made  to  the  Regional  Hospital 
Board  for  the  services  of  a child  psychiatrist,  but  so  far  without 
effect  and  it  seems  most  unlikely  that  this  situation  will  be 
changed  in  the  near  future.  Until  such  an  appointment  is  made 
it  will  not  be  possible  to  advise  on  a comprehensive  basis,  the 
medical  and  nursing  staff  of  child  welfare  clinics  on  such  problems 
as  emotional  development  and  behaviour  difficulties  which  they 
may  encounter  in  their  regular  contact  with  mothers  and  young 
children. 

Chiropody  Service. 

The  Minister  of  Health  has  approved  a scheme  whereby  the 
local  health  authority  can  provide  directly  or  indirectly  chir- 
opody services  for  old  persons,  the  physically  handicapped  and 
expectant  mothers.  Apart  from  the  odd  case  of  a physically 
handicapped  person  the  chiropody  service  provided  is  for  aged 
persons  and  the  Dewsbury  Old  People’s  Welfare  Association 
performs  this  function  with  some  financial  assistance  from  the 
authority.  The  extent  of  the  service  provided  can  be  seen  in  the 
body  of  the  report  and  one  can  say  that  in  spite  of  a shortage  of 
chiropodists,  the  Association  is  doing  an  excellent  job  of  work 
and  the  voluntary  workers  involved  are  to  be  congratulated  upon 
their  efforts. 

Recently,  due  to  one  of  the  part-time  chiropodists  leaving 
the  town,  it  has  been  most  difficult  for  the  Association  to  provide 
such  a comprehensive  service  as  it  did  in  the  past,  and  the  Local 
Health  Authority  agreed  to  appoint  a chiropodist  on  a full-time 
basis  and  loan  his  services  to  the  Association.  In  spite  of  repeated 
advertisements  no  application  was  received,  no  doubt  because 
of  the  small  salary  scale  that  it  was  possible  to  offer.  Further 
efforts  will  be  made  in  this  direction  in  the  future. 

Health  Education. 

Health  Education  continues  to  play  an  important  role  in  the 
work  of  the  department  and  a full  account  appears  in  the  appro- 
priate section  of  the  report.  A full-time  organiser,  who  is  also  a 
qualified  health  visitor,  is  engaged  upon  this  work  exclusively 
and  she  has  the  assistance  of  medical  and  nursing  staff  as 
required.  Teaching  on  topics  of  interest  to  mothers  has  been 
maintained  in  both  ante-natal  and  infant  welfare  clinics  using  a 
wide  variety  of  visual  and  auditory  aids.  Talks  have  also  been 
given  to  various  social  groups  within  the  County  Borough  and 
the  demand  for  these  continues  to  increase. 

Other  health  education  activities  have  included  poster  dis- 
plays and  talks  to  senior  school  children.  In  both  these  spheres  the 
subject  of  tobacco  smoking  and  lung  cancer  has  been  stressed. 
A poster  prepared  by  a local  artist  has  been  used  and  the  School 
Medical  Officers  have  emphasised  the  dangers  of  smoking  in 
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their  talks  to  senior  schoolchildren.  It  does  seem,  however, 
that  children  about  to  leave  school  are  almost  impervious  to  such 
exhortation.  Lung  cancer  is  a remote  distant  prospect  hardly  to 
be  considered  in  comparison  with  the  prestige  that  smoking  is 
assumed  to  bring  in  this  age  group.  In  one  secondary  school  25 
out  of  27  boys  who  were  leaving  freely  admitted  to  smoking 
regularly.  If  health  education  on  this  topic  is  to  have  any  success 
it  must  evidently  concentrate  on  younger  schoolchildren  in  their 
early  years  at  a secondarv  school. 

Liaison  Arrangements. 

The  family  doctors  and  the  consultants  in  the  various 
hospitals  are  all  well  aware  and  make  full  use  of  the  facilities 
provided  by  the  Dewsbury  Local  Health  Authority,  e.g.,  home 
nurses,  home  helps,  health  visitors.  In  order  to  avoid  unnecessary 
hospital  admission  such  facilities  should  be  adequate,  compre- 
hensive and  easily  available.  The  Home  Nursing  Service  in 
Dewsbury  can  be  described  as  such  in  that  there  is  a 24  hour 
service,  and  the  number  of  Home  Nurses  employed  is  adequate  to 
deal  with  all  demands  speedily  and  expeditiously.  At  regular 
intervals  a rota  of  nurses  available  outside  office  hours  is  sent  to 
all  general  practitioners  and  hospitals  and  as  all  the  nurses  have 
some  form  of  transport  and  also  telephones  in  their  homes, 
contact  with  them  is  easily  achieved.  Home  Help  is  also  available 
to  necessitous  cases,  and  general  advice  and  help  is  supplied  by 
Health  Visitors.  It  is  my  firm  conviction  that  these  services,  so 
freely  called  upon  by  the  family  doctor,  enable  large  numbers  of 
patients  to  be  nursed  at  home  who  otherwise  would  have  been 
hospital  patients.  Furthermore,  the  consultants  knowing  the 
facilities  available,  can  discharge  patients  to  their  homes  much 
earlier  than  might  have  been  possible  under  different  circum- 
stances. Also  the  consultants  through  the  Hospital  Almoners, 
are  in  frequent  touch  with  the  Health  Department  to  arrange 
after  care  for  all  discharged  patients  who  need  it.  On  occasions 
a report  on  home  conditions  is  requested  by  the  consultant  who 
is  deciding  whether  a case  should  be  admitted  to  hospital  and 
this  is  completed  by  a Health  Visitor  who  usually  knows  the 
case  quite  well. 

Re  the  admission  of  children  to  hospital  the  decision,  as 
with  adults,  as  to  whether  to  admit  to  hospital  or  not  rests  with 
the  consultant  and  the  family  doctor  and  if  they  are  satisfied 
that  adequate  nursing  facilities,  etc.,  are  available  at  home  this 
must  naturally  influence  their  decision.  The  paediatric  consult- 
ant works  very  closely  with  the  Health  Department;  he  holds 
periodic  sessions  on  school  clinic  premises  and  he  has  full  know- 
ledge of  the  services  available.  Copies  of  all  letters  from  Hospital 
Consultants  to  general  practitioners  re  their  child  patients  are 
sent  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health:  such  information  is  most 
valuable  and  any  action  which  may  be  necessary  is  taken. 
Further  in  the  same  way  as  for  adults,  requests  for  after  care  are 
received  and  the  full  range  of  domiciliary  services  is  available 
for  sick  children  and  their  families. 
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With  regard  to  geriatric  patients,  the  Geriatrician  and  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  have  agreed  a form  which  assesses  the 
urgency,  from  a sociological  aspect,  for  admission  to  hospital 
and  this  form  is  completed  in  every  case  by  the  Superintendent 
Nursing  Officer.  The  fact  that  one  such  experienced  officer  does 
so  ensures  a uniform  standard  of  priority.  Such  a system  is 
essential  because  of  the  heavy  demand  upon  the  available 
number  of  geriatric  beds,  and  it  does  indeed  work  satisfactorily. 

Finally  may  I take  this  opportunity  to  tender  to  the  Chair- 
man and  the  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  my  sincere 
appreciation  of  the  generous  help  and  support  so  freely  given 
throughout  the  year. 

I would  also  like  to  thank  the  Town  Clerk  and  other  Officers 
of  the  Council  for  their  valuable  co-operation  and  help,  and 
lastly,  and  by  no  means  least,  my  own  staff  professional  and 
clerical  for  their  conscientious  work  throughout  the  year.

Health  of  Children. 

Prevention  of  break  up  of  families. 

During  the  year  under  review  6 meetings  were  held  under 
the  Chairmanship  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  deal  with 
this  subject  and  to  continue  with  the  work  that  was  done  in  the 
previous  year.  The  meetings  are  attended  by  the  Deputy  Town 
Clerk,  the  Deputy  Medical  Officer,  Superintendent  Nursing 
Officer,  a senior  lady  Housing  Inspector,  the  N.S.P.C.C. 
Inspector,  the  Senior  National  Assistance  Officer,  the  Children's 
Officer,  the  Senior  Probation  Officer,  a Welfare  Officer  and  an 
Education  Department  Welfare  Officer. 

6 new  cases  were  discussed  and  helped  during  1960  in 
addition  to  15  cases  outstanding  at  the  end  of  1959. 
3 cases  were  taken  off  the  register  as  no  longer  needing  help 
because  of  the  improvement  which  had  been  effected  or  because 
they  had  removed  to  another  area.  At  the  end  of  1960  there 
remained  on  the  register  18  cases  still  under  discussion.  Some  of 
these  cases  represent  the  ‘hard  core’  of  problem  families  and  are 
with  us  year  after  year,  necessitating  a continuous  watch  on 
behalf  of  the  children  who  are  often  the  victims  of  the  indolence 
and  ignorance  of  their  parents.

Laboratory  Facilities. 

All  specimens  are  sent  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
Service,  Wakefield  (Director,  Dr.  L.  A.  Little),  and  during  1960 
approximately  a total  of  1,509  speciments  were  dealt  with, 
mainly  investigations  in  connection  with  sonne  dysentery  and 
food  poisoning. 


Promotion  of  Cleanliness. 

Cases  of  uncleanliness  are  dealt  with  at  the  Municipal  Build- 
ings, Halifax  Road,  Dewsbury,  by  a specially  appointed  Cleans- 
ing Assistant  employed  in  the  School  Health  Service. 

During  1960,  there  were  14  cases  of  head  lice  and  8 cases  of 
scabies  amongst  pre-school  children,  1 case  of  scabies  and  6 
cases  of  head  lice  amongst  adults,  and  5 cases  of  ringworm  of 
scalp  in  children. 


Orthopaedic  Treatment. 

During  the  year  17  pre-school  children  suffering  from 
orthopaedic  defects  were  seen  by  the  Consultant  Orthopaedic 
Surgeon  at  the  School  Clinic.

WATER. 

Mr.  D.  E.  Strachan,  Water  Engineer,  has  kindly  supplied 
the  following  details  of  the  public  water  supply  for  the  year 
ended  31st  December,  1960. 

Dewsbury  County  Borough  receives  water  in  bulk  from 
three  sources,  namely  : — 

1.  The  works  of  the  Dewsbury  and  Heckmondwike 

Waterworks  Board. 

2.  The  Corporation  of  Bradford. 

3.  The  Corporation  of  Halifax. 

Dewsbury  Corporation  is  not  responsible  for  production 
and  treatment  of  Halifax  and  Bradford  supplies,  but  is  indirectly 
responsible  in  that  respect  for  the  Board  water,  being  the  larger 
partner  in  the  Dewsbury  and  Heckmondwike  Waterworks 
Board. 

In  1960,  the  proportions  of  water  from  each  source  were  : — 

1.  Dewsbury  and  Heckmondwike  Waterworks  Board  70% 

2.  Bradford  Corporation  16% 

3.  Halifax  Corporation  14% 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  source  of  supply  or  method 
of  distribution.  New  mains  have  been  laid  to  Corporation 
Housing  sites  at  Batley  Carr,  Spen  Valley  Road  and  Eastborough, 
and  to  various  private  housing  sites  within  the  County  Borough. 
A 6"  main  was  laid  to  replace  a 4"  main  in  Leeds  Road. 

No  new  constructional  work  has  been  done. 

All  houses  in  the  area,  except  for  a few  isolated  cottages, 
are  supplied  from  public  water  mains  direct  to  the  houses,  with 

no  standpipe  supplies.  There  was  no  restriction  of  supplies 
during  I960. 

The  rate  of  consumption  per  person  in  1960  was  29-3  gallons 
per  head  per  day  for  domestic  and  unmeasured  trade  purposes 
and  28  -0  gallons  per  head  per  day  for  measured  trade  supplies. 
The  chemical  analysis  of  the  waters  supplied  to  the  consumers  do 
not  show  the  water  to  have  any  liability  to  plumbo-solvent 
action.  No  contamination  has  taken  place  nor  has  any  been 
suspected.  The  Dewsbury  and  Heckmondwike  Waterworks 
Board  water  is  still  unfiltered.

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SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

Mr.  G.  J.  Drummond,  Borough  Engineer  and  Surveyor  has 
supplied  the  following  information  with  regard  to  the  sewerage 

system  : — 

The  whole  sewerage  system  of  the  Borough  is  under  constant 
inspection  and  maintenance,  and  during  the  year  various 
sections  were  cleaned  out.  The  Dewsbury/Batley  Beck  received 
similar  treatment. 

During  the  year,  the  sewering  of  Smithy  Brook  Lane  was 
completed  as  was  also  the  sewering  of  Edge  Top  up  to  the  pro- 
posed Foxroyd  Lane  Housing  Site. 

In  addition,  the  sewer  in  Low  Road,  Thornhill  was  extended 
to  permit  further  housing  development  there  and  a surface 
water  sewer  is  at  present  under  construction  in  the  Old  Bank 
Road  area  for  proposed  housing  development  at  Sugar  Lane. 

The  construction  of  a storm  water  overflow  and  surface 
water  culvert  at  Thornhill  Lees  to  cure  the  periodic  flooding 
around  Austin's  Steel  Works  is  now  completed  and  a further 
scheme  is  in  course  of  preparation  for  the  enlargement  or  duplica- 
tion of  the  main  sewer  through  Thornhill  Lees  from  near  Forge 
Lane  to  the  canal  syphons  at  Lock  Street. 

In  connection  with  Mitchell  Laithes  Sewage  Works,  a 
scheme  is  being  prepared  for  the  recirculation  of  treated  effluent 
incorporating  an  auxiliary  new  pumping  station  and  distribution 
chamber  together  with  the  construction  of  new  detritus  channels. 
This  will  be  followed  later  by  the  installation  of  sludge  digestion 
tanks  together  with  ancillary  equipment  for  which  a scheme  is  in 
hand. 

A scheme  has  also  been  prepared  for  reception  and  treat- 
ment of  the  Mitchell  Laithes  Sewage  Works  of  sewage  from  part 
of  the  Borough  of  Ossett  and  it  is  anticipated  that  constructional  . 
work  for  this  purpose  will  be  commenced  within  the  next  few 
months. 

Mr.  E.  H.  Staynes,  Sewage  Works  Manager  has  kindly 
supplied  the  following  information  : — 

The  Sewage  Purification  Works  at  Mitchell  Laithes  deals 
with  domestic  sewage  and  trade  effluents  from  the  -County 
Borough  of  Dewsbury  (excluding  Ravensthorpe),  the  Borough  of 
Batley  and  the  Urban  District  of  Mirfield.  The  method  of  treat- 
ment is  by  primary  sedimentation,  biological  filtration  together 
with  re-circulation  of  effluent  and  secondary  sedimentation. 
Effluent  is  discharged  to  the  River  Calder. 

The  total  volume  of  sewage  treated  amounted  to  3,076 
million  gallons,  equal  to  an  average  daily  flow  of  8,404,000 
gallons.  Sludge  and  solid  matter  removed  from  the  sewage  by 
treatment  amounted  to  74,622  tons.  Results  of  treatment  have 
been  satisfactory,  and  degree  of  purification  effected  being  81%. 

The  Ravensthorpe  works,  which  deals  with  domestic  sewage 
and  trade  effluent  from  the  Ravensthorpe  District  of  the  County 
Borough,  has  functioned  in  a satisfactory  manner,  purification 
effected  being  82%.  At  these  works  296  million  gallons  of  sewage 
received  treatment,  amounting  to  an  average  daily  flow  of 
809,000  gallons.  Effluent  is  discharged  to  the  Spen  Beck,  a 
tributory  of  the  River  Calder. 
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RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

The  information  in  this  section  has  been  kindly  contributed 
by  Mr.  M.  Lovett,  Chief  Inspector,  Yorkshire  Ouse  River  Board, 
Leeds  : — 

The  Yorkshire  Ouse  River  Board  is  the  authority  responsible 
for  dealing  with  matters  relating  to  river  pollution  prevention, 
land  drainage  and  fishery  interests  in  the  River  Calder  watershed. 

The  River  Calder  and  its  tributaries  receive  along  their 
lengths,  the  effluents  from  an  almost  unbroken  chain  of  sewage 
works  and  manufactories.  The  problem  of  preventing  pollution 
is  complicated  by  the  small  normal  flow  in  the  river  in  relation 
to  the  volume  of  effluents  discharged.  As  measured  at 
Kirkthorpe  Weir,  Wakefield,  the  normal  flow  in  the  river  is  about 
95  million  gallons  per  day.  At  least  one-third  of  the  normal  flow 
of  water  in  the  river  can  be  accounted  for  by  effluents  from  sewage 
works.  In  addition,  treated  trade  effluents  amounting  to  several 
millions  of  gallons  per  day  are  discharged  to  the  river  and  its 
tributaries,  so  that  normally  the  amount  of  used  water  in  the 
river,  is  often  at  least  50  per  cent,  of  the  total  flow. 


In  direct  contrast  to  the  year  1959,  the  flow  in  the  river  fell 
to  low  summer  level  only  for  limited  periods  during  1960. 
Towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  flow  quite  often  exceeded  a rate  of 
40  million  gallons  per  hour,  and  during  the  peak  floods  of 
November  and  December  the  rate  exceeded  200  million  gallons 
per  hour. 

The  Board  are  always  willing  to  advise  manufacturers 
regarding  the  treatment  of  trade  effluent,  but  it  is  their  view 
that  the  most  efficient  and  economical  means  of  dealing  with 
such  effluents  is  by  discharging  them,  where  practicable,  to  the 
public  sewers,  for  treatment  at  the  sewage  works  of  the  local 
authorities.  The  Dewsbury  Corporation  continue  to  co-operate 
with  the  Board  in  furthering  this  policy,  and  with  very  few 
exceptions  all  the  trade  effluents  produced  within  the  County 
Borough,  and  in  the  areas  of  adjacent  authorities  (Batley  and 
Mirfield),  now  receive  treatment  at  the  Corporation's  sewage 
works. 

I he  reconstructed  biological  filters  and  the  new  ancillary 
units  at  the  Corporation’s  Mitchell  Laithes  sewage  works  have 
enabled  much  more  effective  treatment  to  be  given  to  the  sewage 
and  trade  effluents  reaching  them.  The  works  are,  however,  not 
yet  capable  of  producing  consistently  satisfactory  effluents,  as 
the  recirculation  process  is  at  present  being  operated  by  means 
of  temporary  pumping  equipment.  The  recirculation  process  is 
undoubtedly  the  most  economic  system  of  treatment  that  could 
be  adopted  at  the  Mitchell  Laithes  works,  but  it  necessitates 
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heavy  loading  of  the  biological  filters.  It  is  confidently  antici- 
pated that  the  provision  of  the  proposed  permanent  pumping 
equipment  will  not  only  result  in  the  production  of  effluents  of 
the  required  standard,  but  will  also  obviate  possible  impairment 
of  the  filters  resulting  from  the  high  dosage  rates  involved. 


Owing  to  the  unforeseen  request,  towards  the  end  of  1959, 
for  the  early  acceptance  of  the  sewage  from  Healey  (Ossett 
Borough)  for  treatment  at  Mitchell  Laithes  sewage  works 
(necessitated  by  the  pending  abandonment  of  the  Healey  sewage 
works  in  connection  with  the  construction  of  the  new  Healey 
Mills  Marshalling  Yard),  the  members  of  the  Borough  Engineer’s 
staff  who  were  engaged  on  the  preparation  of  the  recirculation 
scheme  had  to  be  assigned  to  the  preparation  of  a scheme  of 
modifications  to  the  Mitchell  Laithes  works,  to  accommodate 
the  Healey  sewage.  Consequently  the  preparation  of  the  scheme 
for  the  provision  of  constant-velocity  grit  channels,  improved 
inlet  works,  and  permanent  recirculation  equipment  was  not 
completed  as  anticipated,  but  it  is  gratifying  to  report  that  this 
notwithstanding,  the  preparation  of  the  final  details  was  virtually 
complete  by  the  end  of  the  year.  It  is  intended  to  proceed  with 
constructional  work  on  the  scheme  as  soon  as  Ministerial  sanction 
is  received. 

During  the  abnormal  floods  towards  the  end  of  November, 
1960,  low-lying  areas  of  the  Mitchell  Laithes  sewage  works  were 
under  two  to  three  feet  of  water,  but  it  is  pleasing  to  be  able  to 
record  that  as  a result  of  the  prompt  action  by  the  Sewage 
Works  Manager  and  his  staff,  little  if  any  impairment  of  the 
effluent  resulted. 

The  Ravensthorpe  sewage  works  were  also  affected  by  flood 
waters,  and  at  one  time  the  pump  motors  had  to  be  disconnected 
and  raised  to  the  pump-house  balcony.  A few  days  after  the 
motors  were  reconnected,  the  power  supply  to  the  station  failed. 
The  failure  was  traced  to  damage  to  the  power  cable  by  flood 
water,  and  here  again  it  is  a pleasure  to  record  that  as  a result 
of  the  special  efforts  of  the  management,  in  co-operation  with  the 
Yorkshire  Electricity  Board,  the  power  supply  was  restored  to 
the  station  within  an  hour-and-a-half,  thus  keeping  to  a 
minimum  the  discharge  of  crude  sewage  to  the  Spen  River. 

There  has  been  little  change  in  the  condition  of  the  Spen 
River  as  it  enters  the  Dewsbury  County  Borough  area.  Work 
on  the  first  stage  of  a scheme  of  extensions  and  improvements  to 
the  main  sewage  works  serving  the  Borough  of  Spenborough  was 
well  advanced  at  the  close  of  1960.  Extensive  experiments  are 
being  carried  out  in  connection  with  the  planning  of  the  second- 
stage  extensions  and  improvements,  and  when  both  stages  have 
been  completed,  there  should  be  a marked  improvement  in  the 
river  as  it  enters  the  County  Borough. 
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Dye-house  effluent  from  a mill  in  Batley  continues  to  be 
discharged  to  stream,  and  this,  together  with  the  effects  of 
intermittent  discharges  of  sewage  from  stormwater  overflows, 
at  times,  tends  to  mar  the  appearance  of  the  Batley  Beck 
(Dewsbury  Beck)  as  it  flows  through  the  County  Borough. 

The  improved  condition  of  the  Smithies  Beck  (Batley  Beck) 
has  been  generally  maintained,  although  a discharge  to  it  of 
mine  water  continues  to  have  some  adverse  effect.  The  condition  of 
the  Pildacre  Beck  has  been  generally  satisfactory  throughout  the 
year.  The  quality  of  the  effluent  from  a colliery  at  the  end  of  the 
Chickenley  Beck  has  been  variable,  but  considerable  time  and 
energy  have  gone  into  efforts  to  restore  the  effluent  to  its  former 
generally  satisfactory  condition. 

The  river  at  Brighouse  and  upstream  continues  to  support 
coarse  fish.  So  far  as  is  known,  there  has  been  no  seriously 
adverse  effect  on  the  river  from  the  operation  of  the  Elland 
Power  Station,  although  on  three  occasions  accidental  dis- 
charges of  “fly  ash’’  occurred,  and  these  had  a pronounced  effect 
on  the  appearance  of  the  river.  As  a result  of  representations  by 
the  Board,  action  has  been  taken  which  should  prevent  any 
recurrence  of  such  discharges. 

During  the  year  the  Luddendenfoot  Joint  Sewerage  Board’s 
new  works  at  High  Royd  were  completed  and  brought  into  full 
use.  In  addition  to  giving  more  effective  treatment  to  the  dom- 
estic sewage,  the  works  are  designed  to  deal  with  the  trade 
effluent  produced  in  the  district,  and  the  whole  of  this  was  either 
already  connected  or  about  to  be  connected  to  sewer  by  the  end 
of  1960. 


Further  improvement  in  the  middle  reaches  of  the  Calder 
will  result  when  the  extensions,  now  in  progress  to  the  Hudders- 
field County  Borough  sewage  works  have  been  completed. 
Almost  all  the  outstanding  trade  effluent  connections  to  the 
Colne  Valley  trunk  sewerage  system  were  completed  during  the 
year,  thereby  facilitating  the  full  restoration  of  the  River  Colne 
and  its  tributaries,  the  condition  of  which  had  already  been  so 
substantially  improved  during  1959. 

After  several  delays,  conditions  for  the  acceptance  of  all 

trade  effluents  in  the  Holme  Valley  into  the  Holmfirth  Urbap 

District  Council’s  sewerage  system,  for  ultimate  tre^l£^een  The 

reconstructed  sewage  works,  have  now^j^j  ^ Council  wUl 

traders  and  the  Council,  and,  * . f , u Tnral 

okortir  Cl  Dunemd  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 

Government.  Efforts  are  also  being  made  to  arrange  for  traders 

in  the  Sowerbv  Bridge  Urban  District  to  be  afforded  similai 


facilities. 

Dewsbury  has  good  cause  to  be  proud  of  the  contribution  it 
has  made  and  is  making  towards  the  rehabilitation  of  the  River 
Calder.  The  various  schemes  to  this  end  have  been  the  subject 
of  the  fullest  consultation  with  the  River  Board’s  officers,  and 
the  ready  co-operation  afforded  by  the  Borough  Engineer  and 
the  Sewage  Works  Manager  in  these  matters  is  gratefully 
acknowledged. 
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PUBLIC  BATHS. 

Mr.  F.  Whitham,  Baths  Superintendent  has  kindly  supplied 
the  following  information  : — 

The  Baths  are  situated  in  Old  Westgate  and  consist  of  two 
swimming  pools,  slipper  baths,  remedial  baths  and  laundry. 
These  baths,  which  were  opened  in  1896  have  served  a very  use- 
ful purpose  and  have  given  excellent  service  to  the  people  of 
Dewsbury  and  surrounding  areas.  They  are  still  providing  that 
service  though  often  under  difficulties.  The  Corporation  have 
decided  to  replace  the  present  baths  with  new  ones  and  it  is 
hoped  that  construction  of  the  new  baths,  which  will  be  on  a site 
in  the  centre  of  the  town  at  Longcauseway,  will  be  commenced 
during  1961. 


Swimming  Baths. 

There  are  two  swimming  pools,  each  75  ft  x 24  ft.  and  each 
holding  52,500  gallons  of  water  from  the  town’s  water  mains. 
The  water  is  maintained  to  a high  standard  of  clarity  and  purity 
by  means  of  constant  treatment  with  the  filtration  plant  and  the 
chlorination  plant.  The  whole  of  the  water  from  both  baths  can 
be  circulated  through  the  plant  every  3j  hours  and  a constant 
chlorine  residual  maintained. 


Regular  tests  are  carried  our  during  the  day  to  ensure  that 
the  correct  ph  value,  alkalinity  and  free  chlorine  residual  is 
maintained. 


The  summer  of  1960  stands  out  as  one  of  the  wettest  on 
record,  yet  despite  the  bad  weather  we  have  had  a very  good  year, 
a total  of  189,065  bathers  being  recorded.  57,803  school  children 
in  organised  classes  from  schools  attended  the  baths  for  swim- 
ming instruction.  Members  of  the  Infantile  Paralysis  Fellowship 
and  spastics  are  allowed  a free  period  each  week  and  excellent 
use  is  made  of  the  privilege.

Old  Age  Pensioners  are  allowed  free  baths  during  the  early  part 
of  the  week  and  regular  use  is  made  of  this  facility.

The  laundry  contains  one  large  rotary  washing  machine,  one 
hydro-extractor,  power  mangle  and  drier. 

All  towels,  bathing  costumes,  sheets,  etc.,  used  at  the  baths 
are  laundered  and,  in  addition,  laundry  work  is  carried  out  for 
the  Schools  and  other  Departments  of  the  Corporation.

In  addition,  16  mens  urinals  are  main- 
tained and  have  no  attendant,  these  are  cleansed  and  disinfected 
by  a mobile  cleaner.

(National  Health  Service  Act,  1946 — Section  22). 

ANTE-NATAL  CLINICS. 

There  are  three  ante-natal  clinics  in  the  County  Borough 
administered  by  the  Corporation,  these  are  situated  at  Moor- 
lands Maternity  Hospital,  Thornhill  Council  Offices,  and  Heaton 
Lodge,  Earlsheaton. 

Staincliffe  General  Hospital,  Dewsbury,  have  a maternity 
wing  and  Dewsbury  mothers  are  admitted  by  arrangements  made 
by  their  family  doctor  and  the  hospital.  Staincliffe  administer 
their  own  ante-natal  and  post-natal  clinics. 

The  Corporation  clinics  provide  ante-natal  care  for  all 
mothers,  Dewsbury  residents  or  non-residents,  confined  in 
Moorlands  Maternity  Hospital  and  for  Dewsbury  motherswho  are 
confined  at  home.  Routine  blood  tests  are  taken  from  every 
patient,  these  are  sent  to  the  Leeds  Blood  Transfusion  Centre  for 
Group  and  Rhesus  tests,  and  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory, 
Wakefield,  for  Wasserman  and  Kahn  tests.  Haemoglobin 
estimations  are  taken  as  routine  from  every  patient,  and  the 
examinations  are  carried  out  at  the  laboratory  of  the  Dewsbury 
General  Hospital. 

Ante-Natal  Relaxation  Classes. 

These  classes,  with  which  are  incorporated  Mothercraft 
Classes  are  held  at  Moorlands  Maternity  Hospital  every  Tuesday 
afternoon  and  at  the  Health  Department,  Municipal  Buildings 
every  Monday  and  Thursday  afternoons.  The  classes  are  under 
the  direction  of  Miss  Fryer  the  Health  Education  Organiser, 
who  is  a qualified  Health  Visitor.  For  the  first  time,  it  has  been 
possible,  since  October,  1960,  to  make  arrangements  for  mothers 
who  are  to  be  confined  at  Staincliffe  Hospital  to  have  the  benefit 
of  these  classes,  but  owing  to  lack  of  space  at  the  hospital  the 
classes  are  held  at  the  Municipal  Buildings  on  Thursday  after- 
noons. 

Due  to  the  increasing  numbers  of  women  attending  these 
classes,  and  to  lack  of  accommodation  at  both  Moorlands 
Hospital  and  the  Health  Department,  only  those  women  who  are 
expecting  their  first  baby  or  those  who  have  had  a previous 
difficult  labour  are  elegible  to  attend.  Attendance  is,  of  course, 
open  to  all  who  qualify  whether  they  live  in  Dewsbury  or  not. 
The  attendance  figures  are  as  follows: — 

Moorland  Maternity  Hospital  Cases 

288  First  Attendances  and  1,475  Subsequent  attendances. 

Staincliffe  Hospital  Cases  (from  October) : 

16  First  Attendances  and  44  Subsequent  attendances. 

The  classes  are  very  popular  and  many  letters  of  apprecia- 
tion have  been  received  by  Miss  Fryer  from  mothers  who  have 
attended  the  classes.  Our  thanks  are  due  to  the  Matron  at 
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Moorlands  Maternity  Hospital  for  the  interest  and  practical  help 
she  has  given.  It  is  part  of  the  course  for  the  expectant  mothers 
to  be  taken  round  the  hospital  by  Matron  and  for  them  to  be 
given  a talk  on  the  ante-natal  care  they  will  receive,  and  then  for 
their  questions  to  be  answered. 

Each  class  lasts  an  hour  or  an  hour-and-a-quarter  and  is 
divided  into  two  parts  consisting  of  Exercises  with  instruction 
on  anatomy  and  physiology  together  with  Relaxation  Practise 
with  instruction  and  (2)  Parentcraft,  using  modern  teaching 
aids.  The  course  consists  of  eight  classes  from  the  30th  to  37th 
week  of  pregnancy,  and  in  addition  to  the  tour  of  the  Maternity 
Hospital  and  the  lecture  by  the  Matron,  the  course  includes: 

(a)  Instruction  in  the  use  of  Analgesics. 

(b)  General  Hygiene  in  the  care  of  the  baby  and  its  belongings. 

(c)  Breast  Feeding  and  complementary  feeding. 

(d)  Bathing  the  infant.  Layette,  washing  and  care  of. 

( e ) Normal  physical  and  emotional  development  of  young 
children. 

(/)  Home  Safety — in  detail. 

(g)  Discussion  group. 

{h)  The  Health  Department — how  it  can  help  you  as  a parent 
and  householder. 

(i)  Some  common  infectious  illnesses  of  children  and  how  to 
nurse  them. 

Post-natal  exercises  are  started  at  the  hospital  soon  after 
delivery,  and  printed  instructions  are  given  to  every  mother 
when  she  leaves  on  discharge.  She  can  therefore  carry  out 
exercises  at  home  for  six  weeks  after  the  birth  of  her  baby,  when 
she  is  seen  at  the  post-natal  clinic  for  final  examination. 

When  the  mother  attends  the  infant  welfare  clinic  the 
instruction  in  mothercraft  and  child  care  is  once  again  open  to 
her,  the  Health  Education  Organiser  being  at  the  clinics  as  far 
as  possible  to  carry  out  continuous  programmes  and  instructions 
according  to  time  available. 


POST-NATAL  CLINIC. 

The  Post-Natal  Clinic  administered  by  the  Corporation  is 
held  at  Moorlands  and  as  in  the  case  of  the  ante-natal  clinics, 
it  is  attended  by  non-residents  confined  there  as  well  as  by 
Dewsbury  Mothers. 

Premature  Baby  Clinic. 

This  clinic  is  held  twice  a month  at  Moorlands  and  is  in  the 
charge  of  the  Consultant  Paediatrician.  A Health  Visitor  attends 
the  clinic,  where  all  premature  babies  born  in  the  area  are 
referred,  together  with  any  baby  who  has  been  ill  in  hospital  or 
any  baby  who  has  any  abnormality.  An  average  of  12  babies 
attend  at  each  session.

INFANT  WELFARE  CLINICS. 

The  table  on  the  opposite  page  gives  details  of  the  attend- 
ances at  each  of  the  Corporation’s  Infant  Welfare  Clinics. 

The  number  of  infants  attending  for  the  first  time  under  one 
year  of  age  was  91  0%  of  the  number  of  infants  born  during  the 
year  (live  births).  The  clinics  are  well  patronised  and  during 
the  year  1,809  children  attended  them. 

The  amount  of  milk  foods  of  all  types  sold  at  these  centres 
during  the  year  was  30,510  lbs.  compared  with  30,745  lbs.  in  1959. 


Vitamin  Supplements. 

Orange  Juice,  Cod  Liver  Oil  and  Vitamin  Tablets  were  issued 
at  the  Child  Welfare  Centres  at  5d.  per  bottle  for  Orange  Juice  and 
free  of  charge  in  the  case  of  the  other  supplements. 

The  Health  Committee  are  responsible  for  the  distribution 
of  Welfare  Foods  in  Dewsbury  and  the  following  table  shows  the 
issues  of  these  foods  during  the  year  compared  with  previous 
years.

ATTENDANCES  AT  INFANT  WELFARE  CLINICS. 
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DENTAL  SERVICE. 

Report  by  the  Senior  Dental  Officer — Mr.  J.  R.  Tuxford,  L.D.S. 


Dental  treatment  has  continued  to  be  available,  as  in  pre- 
vious years,  to  expectant  and  nursing  mothers,  and  pre-school 
children.  Treatment  is  carried  out  at  the  Central  Dental  Clinic. 

Fortunately,  this  year,  we  have  been  able  to  increase  the 
number  of  sessions  available  for  treatment,  due  to  having  the 
services  of  a full-time  assistant  Dental  Officer  throughout  the 
year. 

The  majority  of  patients  who  seek  treatment  are  referred 
by  the  Authority’s  ante-natal  and  post-natal  clinics,  some  are 
referred  by  their  own  medical  advisor,  and  some  seek  treatment 
on  suggestion  from  a patient  who  has  had  treatment  at  the 
clinic. 

Pre-school  children  who  receive  treatment,  are  usually 
brought  because  they  are  suffering  pain,  or  have  some  dental 
defect  which  is  obvious  to  the  parent.  The  dental  condition  of 
these  pre-school  children  who  attend  is  usually  appalling,  and 
seems  to  get  worse  from  year  to  year. 

All  dental  treatment,  including  the  provision  of  dentures, 
where  necessary,  is  provided  without  charge.  Dentures  are 
constructed  by  an  outside  laboratory,  being  considered  a more 
economical  method  than  employing  a dental  mechanic. 

Facilities  for  making  radiographic  examinations  are  also 
available  at  the  clinic,  where  necessary. 
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Numbers  provided  with  dental  care.

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EIGHTLANDS  DAY  NURSERY. 

There  continues  to  be  a considerable  demand  for  the 
admission  of  children  to  the  Day  Nursery  and  there  is  usually  a 
waiting  list.  The  admissions  are  governed  by  an  order  of  priority, 
which  takes  account  of  the  circumstances  of  the  mother,  so  that 
unmarried  mothers,  widowed  and  divorced  or  separated  mothers 
have  first  priority  followed  by  medical  and  other  cases  which  are 
decided  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  each  case  on  its  merits. 

There  are  no  privately  owned  day  nurseries  and  no  fees  are 
paid  to  child  minders. 

The  staff  of  the  Day  Nursery  was  as  in  previous  years,  i.e., 
Matron,  2 Nursery  Assistants,  Cook,  Kitchen  Helper/Cleaner 
and  a part-time  Laundress.  The  Matron  can  recruit  temporary 
help  when  the  admissions  are  more  than  21  per  day.  The  number 
of  approved  places  is  25  and  the  following  table  shows  the 
attendances  month  by  month: —

The  average  daily  attendance  for  the  year  was  17,  this  was 
an  improvement  on  the  figures  for  the  previous  year  and  would 
have  been  better  but  for  the  incidence  of  sonne  dysentery  during 
June. 

The  charges  for  admission  remained  the  same  as  in  the 
previous  year  and  are  based  on  the  circumstances  of  the 
applicant.  The  minimum  charge  is  l/6d.  per  day,  and  the. max- 
mum  charge  is  6/-  per  day. 

Mother  and  Baby  Homes. 

There  are  no  Mother  and  Baby  Homes  provided  by  the 
Authority,  but  approval  was  given  for  five  unmarried  expectant 
mothers  to  be  sent  to  homes,  payment  being  made  by  the 
authority. 

Illegitimate  Children. 

The  authority  do  not  employ  themselves,  or  in  combination 
with  another  local  health  authority,  a Social  Worker  for  the 
purposes  of  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  2866. 

The  mothers  of  illegitimate  children  are  visited  by  the 
Health  Visitors,  who  offer  advice  on  the  care  of,  and  the  services 
available  for  the  children. 
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DOMICILIARY  MIDWIFERY. 

The  Authority  employed  4 Domiciliary  Midwives  in  1960, 
who  were  recognised  as  teacher  midwives  and  they  were  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Non-Medical  Supervisor  of  Midwives  who 
is  also  the  Superintendent  Nursing  Officer.  All  four  midwives 
are  qualified  to  administer  Gas  and  Air  Analgesia  and  Pethidine, 
and  each  midwife  has  her  own  equipment  for  these  purposes. 
Whilst  on  duty  each  is  responsible  for  domiciliary  births  night 
and  day  on  her  own  district.  If  off  duty  the  work  is  shared  by 
the  other  midwives.  The  midwives  are  supplied  with  an  Infant 
Oxygen  Resuscitator  for  use  in  the  establishment  of  respiration 
in  asphyxiated  newborn  infants,  which  has  proved  of  great  value 
in  several  cases  during  the  year. 

In  accordance  with  the  Rules  of  the  Central  Midwives 
Board,  one  of  the  midwives  attended  a refresher  course  held  at 
Bradford  during  July,  1960. 

All  the  midwives  own  their  own  cars  which  they  use  when 
on  duty,  and  for  which  they  receive  a car  allowance  from  the 
authority.

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HOSPITAL  MIDWIFERY. 

During  the  year  notification  of  intention  to  practise  within 
the  area  of  the  authority  was  given  by  25  midwives  employed  by 
the  Hospital  Management  Committee,  as  Institutional  Midwives, 
at  either  Moorlands  Maternity  Hospital  or  Staincliffe  General 
Hospital.  During  the  year  638  live  births  and  19  stillbirths 
were  notified  from  hospitals. 


HEALTH  VISITING. 

The  number  of  Health  Visitors  at  the  end  of  the  year  was 
six,  of  which  four  were  fully  qualified,  one  was  approved  Health 
Visitor  and  one  was  Assistant  Health  Visitor.  A Student  Health 
Visitor  commenced  her  training  at  the  University  of  Leeds  in 
May. 

The  Health  Visitors  do  dual  duty,  being  employed  as  School 
Nurses  as  well  as  Health  Visitors.  More  visits  are  being  paid  to 
the  aged  and  each  visitor  has  a register  of  the  old  people  in  her 
district,  which  she  tries  to  keep  up  to  date  as  she  goes  around  her 
district.  In  addition  to  their  duties  in  Schools,  Infant  Welfare 
Clinics  and  on  their  districts,  they  also  do  duty  in  turn  at  the 
open  Poliomyelitis  Clinic  which  is  held  each  Saturday  morning 
in  the  Health  Department.  One  of  the  senior  visitors  also  attends 
at  the  Premature  Baby  Clinic  each  month  at  the  Dewsbury 
General  Hospital.

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HOME  NURSING. 

The  Corporation  are  entirely  responsible  for  the  Home 
Nursing  Service  in  Dewsbury.  Due  to  the  fact  that  the  establish- 
ment has  been  maintained  throughout  the  year,  it  is  possible  to 
give  a service  which  is  most  satisfactory,  and  which  includes  the 
availability  of  nurses  by  night  as  well  as  day.  Transport  is 
provided  by  the  authority  in  the  shape  of  cars  and  auto-cycles. 
The  Superintendent  Nursing  Officer  and  three  Home  Nurses  own 
their  own  cars  and  use  them  when  on  duty,  for  which  the 
authority  pays  a car  allowance.

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VACCINATION  AND  IMMUNISATION. 

(National  Health  Service  Act  1946 — Section  26) 

Immunisation. 

The  number  of  children  immunised  against  diphtheria 
during  the  year  was  657  ; of  these  544  were  between  0 and  4 
years,  and  113  between  5 and  15  years,  whilst  the  number  aged 
less  than  1 was  419  representing  46%  of  the  number  of  babies 
born  in  the  previous  year. 

It  is  estimated  that  the  number  of  children  in  the  Borough 
immunised  at  the  end  of  1960  was  48%  of  those  aged  0 to  4 
years  and  86%  of  those  between  5 and  15  years. 

The  number  of  immunisations  carried  out  since  1935  when 
immunisation  against  diphtheria  was  first  practised  in  Dewsbury

In  addition,  during  the  year  761  children  received  one 
single  boosting  dose  ; 751  of  these  children  were  between  5 and 
15  years  and  10  were  under  5 years. 

Since  1951  there  has  not  been  a single  notified  case  of 
diphtheria  and  this  fact  is  justification  for  the  ever  present 
campaign  for  diphtheria  immunisation.

It  is  pleasing  to  note  the  number  of  children  being  vaccinated 
has  improved  slightly  over  the  past  few  years,  and  in  1960 
44-0%  of  the  children  born  throughout  the  year  received  vaccin- 
ation. 
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This  figure  is,  of  course,  too  small  to  produce  a substantial 
degree  of  protection  in  the  community,  but  the  improvement  is 
a step  in  the  right  direction.

Thus  the  total  number  of  injections  done  was  8,890  and  the  vast 
majority  of  these  were  carried  out  by  members  of  the  Health 
Department. 

At  the  end  of  1960,  82-5%  of  all  children  aged  0 — 15  years 
had  received  at  least  two  doses  of  Poliomyelitis  Vaccine,  and 
although  this  is  a reasonably  good  percentage  it  is  still  not  high 
enough,  and  cases  are  still  occurring  in  other  parts  of  the  country 
amongst  the  non-immunised.  Generally  the  response  amongst 
adults  was  not  good.  It  does  seem  unfortunate  that  the  best 
stimulus  is  the  occurrence  of  several  cases  in  the  locality  or  the 
development  by  some  well-known  personality  of  poliomyelitis. 

An  open  clinic  is  held  every  Saturday  morning  at  the  Health 
Department  and  any  eligible  person,  i.e.,  anyone  up  to  40  years  of 
age,  can  attend  without  previous  appointment  or  notification. 

The  campaign  continues.

Tuberculosis  Visitor 

The  Tuberculosis  Visitor  is  responsible  for  the  care  and 
after-care  of  tuberculosis  patients  in  their  own  homes.  Though 
the  Regional  Hospital  Board  have  the  responsibility  of  clinical 
care  of  the  patients  and  control  on  behalf  of  the  Ministry  of 
tuberculosis  sanatoria,  dispensaries  and  mass  miniature  radio- 
graphy, the  domiciliary  medico-social  care  of  the  patients  and 
their  families  is  the  duty  of  the  Local  Health  Authority.

PREVENTION  OF  TUBERCULOSIS. 

Tuberculin  Testing  and  B.C.G.  Vaccination  of  Dewsbury 
School  Children  born  during  1947. 

Tuberculin  testing  and  B.C.G.  Vaccination  of  13  year  old 
children  was  done  during  the  year.  As  will  be  seen  from  the 
following  table  the  percentage  acceptance  by  parents  of  these  13 
year  old  children  was  45%,  as  compared  with  55%  for  the  pre- 
vious year,  the  figures  for  1958  and  1957  are  40%  and  52% 
respectively  and  for  1956  it  was  50%.  These  figures  are  dis- 
appointing when  it  is  realised  that  every  parent  of  a thirteen 
year  old  child  receives  a personal  message  from  me  explaining  the 
desirability,  indeed  the  necessity,  for  the  children  to  be  tested 
and,  if  necessary,  vaccinated.

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HEALTH  EDUCATION,  1960. 

Report  by  Miss  B.  M.  Fryer,  S.R.N.,  S.C.M.,  H.V.  Cert., 
Health  Education  Organiser. 

As  foreshadowed  in  the  report  for  1959,  the  work  of  the 
section  has  grown,  particularly  with  regard  to  the  Health 
Education  for  the  expectant  mother,  details  of  which  are  given 
on  page  44  of  the  report,  under  the  Ante-Natal  section.  We 
have  completed  our  equipment,  with  the  purchase  in  1960  of  a 
tape-recorder,  other  items  of  equipment  purchased  include 
new  film  strips.  Full  use  has  again  been  made  of  the  facilities  of 
the  Central  Council  for  Health  Education  for  the  supply  of 
posters  and  other  aids.  The  work  involved  in  ordering  supplies, 
maintaining  fresh  supplies  for  display,  pre-viewing  film  strips, 
making  contact  with  the  various  organisations  and  social  groups 
who  seek  our  help  and  advice,  etc.,  and  all  the  clerical  work,  has 
been  more  than  perhaps  is  always  evident. 

Infants  Welfare  Centres. 

On  48  occasions  during  the  year  I was  able  to  attend  at  one 
or  other  of  the  infant  welfare  clinics  to  give  talks,  to  discuss 
demonstration  work  on  show,  to  replace  posters  with  those  with 
a special  appeal,  i.e.,  Polio  Vaccination,  Diphtheria  Immunisa- 
tion. We  have  also  been  able  to  acquire  free  of  charge,  valuable 
books  and  booklets  on  mothercraft  subjects  apart  from  those 
which  we  have  purchased.  These  have  been  well  taken  up,  and 
our  ‘reading  public’  is  increasing.  They  ask  more  and  more 
questions  and  discuss  the  matters.  These  guided  small  group 
talks  cannot  but  help  the  younger  mothers  (and  fathers)  to  have 
confidence  in  all  the  modern  improvements  and  alterations  in 
infant  care. 

The  subjects  of  the  talks  cover  a whole  range  of  knowledge 
from  Hygiene  methods  in  the  home,  cost  of  diets  for  all  ages  and 
illnesses,  clothing  in  school  and  out  of  school— no  longer  can  a 
child  wear  Wellingtons  or  gym  shoes  in  school  all  day  long  with- 
out some  comment  arising,  and  a home  visit  being  paid  by  the 
Health  Visitor  in  touch  with  the  school.  Prophylactic  treatment 
for  polio,  diphtheria  and  small-pox  vaccination  is  often  discussed. 
Those  who  oppose  all  this  are  never  able  to  give  a satisfying 
answer.  The  hard  core  resistance  group  remains  with  us. 

Many  times  the  use  of  a film  strip  and  talking  gramophone 
record  has  been  used  to  introduce  some  subject  controversial 
in  nature,  i.e.,  feeding  times— does  baby  or  the  young  child  know 
best,  or  are  set  meal  times  best?  These  always  make  people  stop 
to  hear  the  result,  which  ends  in  their  own  thoughts  on  the 
matter  being  expressed,  with  a summing  up  by  the  Health 
Visitor  in  charge.  One  subject  needing  constant  repetition  is 
that  of  the  care  of  children’s  teeth.  It  appears  to  be  common 
practice  to  take  a child  to  the  dentist  only  when  the  teeth  are 
bad  or  something  is  wrong.  Children  who  from  the  age  of  2|  to  3 
years  have  visited  the  dentist,  sat  in  his  chair,  had  an  inspection 
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and  perhaps  a clean  from  him  are  not  afraid  of  treatment  when 
it  is  needed.  They  have  also  formed  the  habit  of  six  monthly 
attendance  so  badly  needed  to-day.  We  must  teach  all  this  to 
the  children,  but  first  the  parent  is  the  teacher  and  the  guide, 
and  so  we  must  remind  them  of  this  in  the  baby  clinics. 

Display  Projects. 

The  town  centre  display  case  has  been  a most  useful  addition 
to  our  propaganda  effort.  Eleven  projects  have  been  placed 
before  the  public  eye,  and  since  the  beginning  of  the  year  it  has 
been  used  to  notify  all  the  Public  Health  notices: — Polio 
Vaccination  Campaign,  Mass  Radiography  Unit  Visit,  Mental 
Health  Week,  etc.  The  value  of  the  display  case  has  proved  itself 
by  the  enquiries  and  remarks  we  have  received  from  the  public 
from  time  to  time.  One  is  always  afraid  in  this  busy  and  bustling 
age  that  a ‘still’  poster  or  notice  will  hardly  be  seen,  but  it  is 
pleasing  to  report  that  as  far  as  Health  Education  is  concerned 
it  has  been  one  more  way  of  making  the  public  more  aware  of 
the  axiom  that  ‘Prevention  is  Better  than  Cure.’

The  routine  adopted  where  possible  is  to  transfer  the 
material  from  the  town  show  case  to  smaller  tryptych  type 
peg  boards  so  that  the  six  clinics  in  turn  can  see  the  display. 
Suitable  displays  have  also  been  accepted  by  schools  for  a speci- 
fied period,  i.e.,  a week  or  a fortnight.

The  two  main  ventures  during  the  year  under  this  heading 
were  the  Refresher  Course  that  was  organised  for  the  Staffs  of 
the  Welfare  Services  Department  who  are  employed  in  the 
residential  homes  for  old  people,  and  secondly  a Civil  Defence 
Training  Course  for  Civil  Defence  Staffs,  which  was  held  at 
the  C.D.  Headquarters.  There  was  of  course  the  usual  co- 
operation and  help  given  to  the  hospitals  by  way  of  talks  and 
visits  to  theHealth  Department  and  clinics  for  the  student 
nurses. 

The  course  for  the  staffs  of  the  old  people’s  homes  com- 
menced on  1 3th  January  (after  a lot  of  preliminary  work  with  the 
Director  of  Welfare)  and  consisted  of  eight  separate  sessions  of 
lectures,  the  final  session  was  a visit  to  the  Cheshire  Home  at 
Whitewindows  where  the  matron  kindly  gave  us  a talk  about  her 
work  there.  The  course  was  extremely  interesting  and  helpful 
and  covered  all  aspects  of  the  care  of  the  aged  and  infirm. 

The  Civil  Defence  Course  was  held  on  Monday  evenings  and 
was  practical  and  helpful,  based  as  it  was  on  First  Aid  and  Home 
Nursing  under  conditions  which  might  be  expected  as  a result  of 
a nuclear  attack. 

At  every  Relaxation  and  Parentcraft  Class  two  pupil  mid- 
wives from  Moorlands  Maternity  Hospital  are  present  in  order 
that  they  may  be  better  equipped  for  their  examinations.  The 
same  considerations  apply  to  the  sending  to  the  department  of 
the  student  nurses  from  the  two  general  hospitals. 

During  July  a visit  was  paid  to  the  University  at  Leeds  with 
the  Student  Health  Visitor,  there  we  saw  an  exhibition  of  the 
most  up-to-date  methods  of  teaching  aids  which  proved  very 
useful  to  us. 
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V.D.  Visiting  and  Social  Work. 

The  Council  joins  with  the  West  Riding  County  Council 
in  providing  the  services  of  a V.D.  Social  Worker  who  is  centred 
at  Dewsbury  General  Hospital  Treatment  Centre.

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HOME  HELP  SERVICE. 

There  was  a further  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  helped 
during  the  year  as  compared  with  the  previous  year,  this  is  to  be 
expected  as  Dewsbury  has  a higher  than  average  population  of 
old  people  and  the  bulk  of  the  increase  was  in  this  group,  together 
with  an  appreciable  increase  in  the  number  of  maternity  cases. 
The  number  of  hours  service  given  was,  in  consequence,  the 
highest  since  the  service  commenced,  a total  of  67,335  hours. 

From  1st  April,  1960,  the  service  in  Dewsbury  was  made 
free  to  all  who  were  in  need,  and  it  is  believed  that  this  is  the 
only  authority  in  the  country  to  abolish  entirely  the  charges  for 
the  Home  Help  Service.  It  is  still  too  early  to  say  whether  the 
abolition  of  charges  has  been  responsible  for  the  whole  of  the 
increase  in  the  number  of  cases  dealt  with,  as  there  has  been  a 
continuous  increase  in  the  service  over  the  years,  as  the  table 
shows. 

The  Home  Help  Organiser  is  a State  Registered  Nurse,  who 
is  entirely  responsible  for  the  day  to  day  running  of  the  service 
and  she  has  the  assistance  of  a part-time  female  clerk.  She  is 
provided  with  a motor  scooter  by  the  authority  to  enable  her  to 
cover  the  district  regularly  and  quickly.  She  sees  all  the  appli- 
cants for  assistance  in  their  own  homes  and,  of  course,  she 
periodically  visits  all  the  cases  on  her  books. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  10  full-time  and  40  part- 
time  helps  employed.  They  are  supplied  with  overalls  and  there 
is  household  equipment  available  in  the  department  for  loan 
where  necessary.  There  are  in  addition  one  or  two  night  sitters 
who  can  be  called  on  when  needed.  There  has  been  no  difficulty 
in  recruiting  the  right  type  of  woman  for  work  as  a home  help,  in 
fact  there  are  usually  more  people  applying  for  jobs  than  there 
are  vacancies.  This  may  be  due  to  the  fact  that  the  rate  of  pay, 
at  the  time  of  writing  3/6fd.  per  hour,  is  probably  much  better 
than  that  paid  in  local  industry  and  shops  for  roughly  comparable 
type  of  work.

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MENTAL  HEALTH  SERVICE. 

The  figures  set  out  below,  relating  to  the  work  of  the 
erstwhile  Duty  Authorised  Officers  cover  the  ten  months  of  the 
year  up  to  November  1st  when  the  main  provisions  of  the  Mental 
Health  Act,  1959,  came  into  operation.  In  the  future,  these, 
and  the  figures  relating  to  the  work  of  the  Mental  Health  Worker 
will  be  presented  in  a different  form  as  part  of  a consolidated 
report  of  the  mental  health  service  and  in  conformity  with  the 
new  regulations  and  terminology. 

During  the  past  year,  preliminary  steps  have  been  taken  to 
implement  the  Council’s  proposals  for  the  expansion  of  the  ser- 
vice which  were  submitted  to  and  approved  by  the  Minister  of 
Health  in  the  month  of  June.  As  proposed,  each  of  the  part- 
time  Duly  Authorised  Officer  was  reappointed  on  the  same  basis 
as  Mental  Welfare  Officer.  The  Mental  Health  Worker  was 
appointed  as  full-time  Senior  Mental  Health  Worker.  Pre- 
fabricated office  accommodation  is  being  provided  during  the 
coming  year  for  the  service  and  it  is  anticipated  that  this  new 
Mental  Health  Centre  will  gradually  become  recognised  as  the 
point  of  reference  for  all  matters  relating  to  mental  health  in  the 
area. 

Preliminary  moves  have  also  been  made  towards  the  setting 
up  of  an  Adult  Training  Centre  to  accommodate  the  older 
trainees  from  Orchard  School  who  have  passed  school  age  and 
who  are  not  employable.  It  is  hoped  that  in  the  near  future 
arrangements  can  be  made  for  them  to  undertake  some  simple, 
repetitive  job  on  the  premises  for  which  some  remuneration  can 
be  paid.  This  will  most  likely  be  arranged  in  co-operation  with 
some  local  firm.  Whilst  it  is  too  much  to  hope  that  any  of  these 
young  people  will  become  self-supporting  it  is  felt  that  there  will 
be  a very  real  therapeutic  effect  if  they  can  earn  a little. 

Mental  Health  Week  was  deferred  from  July  in  order  to 
avoid  the  local  holidays  and  was  held  from  the  19th  to  26th 
November.  Throughout  the  week  the  Junior  Training  Centre 
was  open  to  the  general  public  and  there  was  a steady  flow  of 
interested  visitors.  The  Child  Guidance  Centre  and  Speech 
Therapy  Clinic  both  of  which  have  important  roles  .from  a 
preventive  point  of  view,  were  open  to  the  public  on  Friday,  the 
25th  November.  On  Tuesday,  the  22nd,  an  exhibition  was  held 
throughout  the  day  in  the  Mayor’s  Reception  Room  at  the 
Town  Hall.  One  of  the  main  features  was  a display  dealing 
descriptively  with  the  various  types  of  mental  disorder  and 
showing  how,  individually  and  collectively,  members  of  the 
general  public  can  help  in  preventing  and  alleviating  the  problem. 
This  display,  which  attracted  a great  deal  of  admiration  was 
made  by  students  of  the  Batley  College  of  Art  and  the  excellence 
of  their  work  was  greatly  appreciated.  Another  prominent 
feature  was  the  stand  and  exhibits  loaned  by  Stanley  Royd 
Hospital  showing  its  evolution  from  being  primarily  a place  of 
incarceration  to  the  modern  hospital  it  is  to-day.  The  pupils  of 
Orchard  School  also  had  a striking  display  of  their  handiwork.

On  the  evening  of  the  same  day  there  was  a meeting  for  the 
general  public  which  was  attended  by  about  one  hundred  and 
fifty  people.  The  proceedings  were  opened  by  His  Worship  the 
Mayor,  Councillor  T.  Tarney,  J.P.  and  Alderman  A.  Sugden, 
J.P.  was  in  the  Chair.  Dr.  T.  W.  Robson,  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  delivered  a lecture  on  “The  New  Look  in  Mental  Health" 
and  this  was  followed  by  a film  and  discussion.  There  was  a 
plentiful  supply  of  literature  on  mental  health  topics  provided  by 
the  National  Association  for  Mental  Health.

TRAINING  CENTRE. 

The  average  daily  attendance  during  1960  was  36.  The 
number  on  the  register  being  43.  As  a result  of  the  withdrawal  of 
children  living  outside  of  Dewsbury,  it  has  been  possible  to  give 
more  individual  attention  to  those  remaining.  At  the  time  of 
writing  the  young  male  and  female  adults  are  participating  in  a 
scheme  which  provides  for  doing  simple  repetitive  work  for  an 
outside  firm,  for  which  they  are  paid.  More  information  on  this 
matter  is  given  in  other  parts  of  the  report. 

The  centre  played  an  important  part  in  the  organisation  of 
the  Mental  Health  week  which  the  Health  Department  organised 
during  Novemner.  The  Centre  was  open  to  the  public  and  there 
was  an  exhibition  of  handicraft  work  done  at  the  centre  on  view 
at  the  Town  Hall. 

All  the  members  of  the  staff  attended  a refresher  course  in 
May  held  in  Manchester  and  organised  by  the  National  Associa- 
tion for  Mental  Health,  and  a student  from  the  Association  who 
was  taking  her  diploma  course  finished  her  practical  work  at 
the  Centre  on  29th  January,  1960. 

The  usual  activities  have  taken  place,  i.e.,  Open  Day, 
Annual  Outings,  Christmas  Party,  and  the  Parents-Teachers 
Association  continues  to  flourish. 

The  School  Meals  Service  continues  to  supply  cooked  mid- 
day meals  and  the  usual  School  Health  facilities  are  also  given.

CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR’S  REPORT,  1960. 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  of  th * 

County  Borough  of  Dewsbury. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

Once  again  I have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual 
Report  and  record  of  work  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health 
Inspector’s  Department  during  1960. 

This  report  follows  on  similar  lines  as  my  previous  reports  in 
so  far  that  I have  summarised  under  respective  headings,  the 
conditions  prevailing  in  all  sections  of  the  Public  Health 
Inspector’s  work  other  than  Public  Cleansing. 

The  staff  of  Public  Health  Inspectors  was  brought  up  to 
establishment  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  by  the  appointment 
of  three  District  Inspectors,  and  a trainee  Public  Health 
Inspector  was  also  appointed.  As  a result  of  the  new  appoint- 
ments much  neglected  work  was  cleared  and  routine  work  is 
again  being  effectively  maintained. 

A considerable  amount  of  work  has  been  carried  out  under 
the  Clean  Air  Act  and  the  “Town  Centre’’  Smoke  Control  Order 
was  confirmed  in  February  and  became  operative  in  September, 
1960.  Very  few  contraventions  of  this  Order  have  been  noted. 
Provisional  Clearance  was  given  by  the  Minister  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government  for  the  “Eastborough”  Smoke  Control  Order, 
1960,  and  the  necessary  steps  are  being  taken  for  the  bringing 
into  operation  of  this,  the  third,  Smoke  Control  Area  within  the 
County  Borough.  On  the  Industrial  side  it  was  necessary  to  send 
14  warning  letters  in  connection  with  contraventions  of  The 
Dark  Smoke  (Permitted  Periods)  Regulations,  1958.  Legal 
proceedings  were  instituted  against  three  firms  and  two  sum- 
monses were  withdrawn  as  a result  of  proposals  submitted  for 
plant  alterations  by  those  concerned.  I can  report  however  that 
several  firms  have  now  made  alterations  to  their  plants  with 
satisfactory  results. 

The  Slaughterhouses  report  was  submitted  to  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  in  June  with  a request  that 
the  operative  date  for  the  enforcement  of  all  the  provisions  con- 
tained in  the  Slaughterhouses  (Hygiene)  Regulations,  1958, 
should  be  1st  July,  1961.  Confirmation  without  modification  was 
received  in  November  of  this  year. 
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As  in  previous  years  work  on  Slum  Clearance  proceeds 
satisfactorily  and  during  the  year  285  houses  were  demolished 
which  entailed  the  rehousing  of  101  families  and  single  persons 
amounting  to  251  persons.  One  house  was  closed  and  the  four 
occupants  were  re-housed  by  the  Local  Authority. 

New  legislation  enacted  during  this  year  comprise  the 
following: — Clean  Air  Act,  1956 — Circular  28/60 — which  enables 
the  Local  Authority  to  exempt  premises  which  are  included  in 
Smoke  Control  Areas  and  have  no  town's  gas  available — and  so 
allow  fires  to  be  lit  with  sticks  and  paper.  This  exemption  will 
probably  benefit  the  more  elderly  people  in  so  far  as  minimising 
the  risk  of  accidents  by  gas  ignition. 

The  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Regulations,  1960,  consoli- 
date and  re-enact  with  amendments  the  Milk  (Special  Designa- 
tions) (Raw  Milk)  Regulations  1949-1954  and  the  Milk  (Special 
Designations)  (Pasteurised  & Sterilised  Milk)  Regulations, 
1949-1953.  The  principle  amendments  make  it  possible  for  the 
various  designated  milks  sold  to  be  included  in  the  one  Dealers 
licence  and  licences  are  now  granted  for  a period  of  five  years 
instead  of  one  year.  This  will  save  a considerable  amount  of 
clerical  work  in  this  Department. 

The  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  1960, 
became  operative  in  August  of  this  year,  but  does  not  give  much 
concern  to  this  Authority  at  the  present  time.  Only  three 
applications  were  received  for  a site  licence. 

The  Noise  Abatement  Act,  1960.  The  principal  items  of  this 
Act  being  that  a nuisance  caused  by  noise  or  vibration  previously 
considered  a nuisance  at  common  law,  now  becomes  a statutory 
nuisance  and  can  be  dealt  with  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

The  work  of  the  Department  has  proceeded  smoothly  and 
conscientiously  throughout  the  year  and  I would  here  like  to 
record  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  Chairmen  and  members  of  the 
Health  and  Housing  Committees  for  their  help  and  support 
during  1960.  My  thanks  also  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
for  his  co-operation  and  most  valuable  assistance  he  has  so 
readily  given  me,  and  to  the  staff  of  Inspectors,  Clerks  and 
workmen  I record  my  thanks  for  the  excellent  manner  in  which 
they  have  discharged  their  duties.

Mr.  A.  Greenwood  and  Mr.  R.  Burfield  commenced  duties  in 
this  Department  on  1st  January,  1960,  Mr.  Greenwood  coming 
from  Leeds  City  Council  and  Mr.  Burfield  from  Pudsey  Municipal 
Council.  Mr.  T.  Powell  commenced  duties  on  22nd  February, 
1960,  coming  from  Barnsley  County  Borough  Council,  and  Mr. 
R.  Wilson  (Student)  commenced  duties  on  5th  April,  1960. 

The  remaining  staff  of  three  clerks  and  two  van  drivers / 
disinfectors  remained  unchanged. 

In  addition  to  the  statutory  qualifications  held  by  all  the 
District  Public  Health  Inspectors,  they  also  hold  the  Certificate 
of  the  Royal  Society  of  Health  for  the  Inspection  of  Meat  & 
Other  Foods,  whilst  additional  qualifications  held  include  : —

4.  Educational  Activities  — 

The  personal  approach  to  traders  and  employees  regarding 
the  handling  and  storage  of  food  has  been  maintained  by  the 
District  Public  Health  Inspectors  with  good  results.  The  higher 
standard  of  hygiene  obtained  in  the  past  has  been  maintained.

Condemned  foods  are  collected  and  removed  for  disposal 
to  the  Corporation’s  Destructor  Plant.

Adulteration. 

The  recognised  minimum  rate  of  sampling  is  three  samples 
per  1,000  population  per  annum,  so  taking  Dewsbury’s  popula- 
tion as  roughly  50,000,  this  would  equal  150  samples  per  year. 

It  has  long  been  the  practice  in  Dewsbury  to  exceed  the 
minimum  requirement,  and  during  the  year  283  samples  were 
taken  for  chemical  analysis,  which  gives  an  equivalent  rate  of 
5-6  samples  per  1,000  population. 

115  visits  were  made  for  the  purpose  of  taking  samples 
under  the  Food  & Drugs  Acts.  283  samples  were  taken,  248  of 
which  were  found  to  be  genuine  and  35  adulterated,  giving  a 
percentage  adulteration  of  12-03%.

INSPECTION  OF  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS. 

As  in  previous  years  100  per  cent,  inspection  of  all  animals 
slaughtered  at  the  seven  private  slaughterhouses  within  the 
Borough  was  maintained,  and  the  quality  of  meat  remained  high. 
Sunday  meat  inspection  duty  is  still  carried  out  at  one  of  the 
slaughterhouses  and  worked  on  rota  by  the  District  Public 
Health  Inspectors. 

635  visits  were  made  to  slaughterhouses  and  in  consequence 
4 tons  1 cwt.  11  lbs.  of  meat  and  offal  were  condemned  and 
destroyed  as  being  unfit  for  food.  The  number  of  animals 
slaughtered  was  1,224  cattle  other  than  cows,  130  cows,  61 
calves,  4,694  sheep  and  4,976  pigs.  Offals  and  small  quantities  of 
meat  surrendered  by  the  butchers  are  collected  by  this  Depart- 
ment and  disposed  of  by  incineration,  whilst  carcases  found  to 
be  unfit  for  food  are  dyed  by  the  Inspectors  before  being  sold  by 
the  butchers  to  manufacturers  of  non-edible  products.

Two  comprehensive  treatments  were  given  to  the  Corpora- 
tion sewers  within  the  Borough,  labour  bsing  supplied  by  the 
Borough  Engineer.  In  addition  10%  of  the  remaining  sewers 
were  also  test  baited.

Throughout  the  year  233  observations  were  made  on 
industrial  chimneys  and  43  corroborative  observations  were  taken

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Rag  Flock. 

Under  the  Rag  Flock  & Other  Filling  Materials  Act,  1951, 
four  licences  relating  to  premises  manufacturing  or  storing  rag 
flock  were  renewed  and  two  upholstery  premises  registered.  A 
total  of  five  visits  was  made  to  these  premises  during  the  year. 

Two  formal  samples  of  washed  flock,  one  sample  of  feathers, 
one  sample  of  layered  cotton  felt,  and  one  sample  of  composite 
cotton  pad  were  taken  and  submitted  for  analysis  and  were 
reported  genuine. 

Fertilisers  and  Feeding  Stuffs. 

Seven  formal  samples  of  fertilisers,  five  informal  samples  of 
fertilisers  and  two  informal  samples  of  feeding  stuffs  were  taken 
during  the  period. 

Pharmacy  and  Poisons. 

35  visits  were  made  to  premises  which  were  registered  as 
Listed  Sellers  under  Part  II  of  the  Pharmacy  & Poisons  Act. 
There  were  no  contraventions  of  the  Act. 

Vermin. 

245  visits  were  made  to  verminous  premises  and  11  visits 
to  premises  found  to  be  dirty. 

Insect  and  kindred  pests  were  dealt  with  by  spraying  and 
fumigating  with  the  most  up-to-date  insecticides.  In  all  cases 
the  treatment  proved  satisfactory.  Verminous  clothing  and 
beddings  are  treated  by  steam  disinfestation  at  the  Corporation 
disinfestation  plant  at  the  Municipal  Buildings. 

In  all,  64  houses  with  a total  of  98  rooms  have  been  treated. 
In  addition,  19,894  articles  of  bedding,  clothing  and  furniture, 
etc.,  were  disinfested. 

The  service  to  local  manufacturers  requiring  disinfection 
certificates  for  goods  treated  before  exportation  has  continued.
